The  Botanic  Oardeni,  PubUc  Reeerve,  Frae  PuUie  U- 
Iwarie*,  Art  Qallery  and  Teohnieal  Schools,  are  alM>  maintained  by 
the  SUto  aovemmant  The  Fire  Brigade*  in  the  metropolitan 
area  (whioh  area  embraoee  the  city  proper  and  forty-one  luburban 
munidpaUtiee,  pnwiation  892,100)  are  maintained  by  equal  con- 
Mbutione  from  (a)  the  State  Oovemment.  (6)  the  Municipal 
Coundla,  and  (e)  Insurance  Companies.  All  Oovemment  buUd- 
inp  lituated  within  the  City  of  Svdney,  other  than  railways  and 
tramway  inemiaes,  are  subject  to  the  municipal  rate,  and  a  sum  of 
approximately  MO.OOO  is  paid  by  the  Government  annually  to  the 
City  Council  by  way  of  rates;  but  no  direct  annual  payment  is 
made  by  the  Oovammoit  in  the  nature  of  a  contribution  for  the 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  city.

TMB  CIVIC  MBMORIAL 

The  memorial  submitted  to  the  Qoremor^Qeneral-in-Couneil 
bpr  a  deputation,  consisting  of  the  City  Council  and  prominent 
oitiiens,  set  forth  the  larae  expodditures  made  by  the  municipal 
corporation  of  the  city  of  Ottawa  on  public  works  and  municipal 
improvements  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public,  and  for  the  protection  and  security  of  the  property  of  the 
citisens,  as  well  as  the  prtmerty  of  Canada.  Attention  was  called 
to  the  large  amount  of  real  property  of  the  Dominion  exempt  from 
taxation.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the-l^ge  expenditures  by 
the  municipality  in  improving  its  fire  appliances  and  water  supply, 
largely  for  the  better  and  more  efficient  protection  of  Government 
property.  It  was  further  pointed  out  that  for  water  furnished 
to  the  Parliament  and  Departmental  Buildings,  Rideau  Hall, 
Government  Printing  Bureau  and  Experimental  Farm,  the  city 
only  received  S14,700  per  annum. 

Reference  was  then  made  to  the  large  contributions  by  the 
different  governments,  which  I  have  menti<med,  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  municipal  government.  In  view  of  the  facts  as  thus  set 
forth,  vis: — 

(1)  The  inadequacy  of  the  civic  revenue  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  city  as  the  eajntal  of  the  Dominion. 

(2)  The  lack  of  any  contribution  from  the  Govemmmt  in 
respect  of  the  large  amount  of  pubUc  property  situated  within  the 
dty. 

(3)  The  iitterly  inadequate  amount  paid  for  water  supply,  and, 

(4)  The  practice  in  Great  Britain,  the  Colonies,  and  other 
countries,  to  contribute  Uberally  and  systematically  towards  the 
expenses  of  municipal  government  etc. 

It  was  represented  that  the  corporation  of  the  city  was  entit- 
led to,  and  shmild  receive  from  the  Dominion  some  assistance  ade- 
auate  to  the  value  of  the  services  tendered.  It  was  suggested  that 
le  annual  grant  should  at  least  be  tSO,000,  and  that,  in  addition, 
the  Government  sliould  maintain  and  control  the  city  police  force. 

INCBPTION  OP  THB  IMPROVEMENT  COMMISSION

ean  eomidete  thii  part  of  ita  contemplated  procramme,  unleaa 
Parliament  votea  an  additiotkal  annual  appropriation. 

TMB  BTIPULATION  BY  PAKLIAMBNT 

The  conditiona  impoaed  upon  the  dty  Corporation,  under 
the  act  of  1899,  were  rather  hard.    One  dauae  reade  aa  foUowa:— 

"The  eorporatioa  ahall  at  all  timea,  while  aueh  annual  grant 
ia  paid,  oa  provided  in  the  aaid  act.  fumiah  an  adequate  and  auffi- 
'  cient  Bupply  of  water  for  viae  in  and  m  all  buildinga,  landa  and  pie- 
miaea  in  the  aaid  city  of  Ottawa,  how  owned,  tented,  leaaedor 
occupied,  or  to  be  hereafter  owned,  leaaed  or  occupied  by  the  aaid 
government,  and  abo  for  uae  in  and  on  Rideau  hall  grounda,  and 
the  Central  Ebqierimental  Farm  and  buildings  thereon,  and  for  uae 
in  and  oa  all  other  buUdinga,  landa  and  premiaea  in  the  vidnity 
of  the  aaid  city,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  owned,  ranted,  leaaed  or 
occi^ed  by  the  aaid  government,  and  ahall  provide  for  the  aprink- 
|ng  m  the  atraeta  in  the  front  of  auch  buildinp,  landa  and  pramiaea, 
including  ibe  btidna  in  the  aaid  dty  of  Ottawa,  maintained  by  the 
aaid  Government.'' 

Have  you  a^  conception  of  the  vahie  of  theae  aervicea  thua 
rendered  by  the  <aty  to  the  ccintry  under  thiaagiaementT  Acaie- 
ful  eatimata  madebytbeCity  En^.Sew'a  Deiwrtmentplaceathe  aum 
at  t90,000  yearly  for  water  alone,  if  pud  for  on  the  aame  baria  aa 
the  ordinary  oooanmer.  When  one  reSeeta  upon  the  large  appio- 
priationa  made  by  other  Govammenta  to  oajritu  dtiea,  the  payment 
of  tazea  upon  pubhe  buildingi,  aadatanoe  to  fin  departmenta,  pay- 
menta  for  water  Bervioe,eto.,it  will  be  apparent  that  the  ParUammt 
of  Canada  haa  not  been  particularty  generoua  to  Ottawa. 

BXBMPTIOHa  FKOM  TAXA1ION 

Reflect,  moreover,  for  a  moment,  on  the  extent  of  the  real  pro- 
property  of  the  Dominion,  within  the  dty,  which  ia  exempt  from 
taxation.  Ita  vahie  thia  year  ia  placed  by  lue  Aaaeeament  Depart- 
ment at  112,347,276,  which,  if  taxed  at  dty  ratea,  would  yield  to  the 
mumramhty  annually  for  achool  and  civic  purposes,  a  revenue  of

The  withdrawal  of  valuable  propertiea  fiom  the  taxable  liat, 
by  the  Oovempumt  leadng  dty  properties  for  public  purposes, 
wnised  the  mty.councfl,  and  proteaU  were  made  to  the  Government, 
with  the  result  that  all  new  leases  of  building)  used  for  Govern- 
mental purposes  contain  a  dauae  thattheownerof  thebuildingmust 
fX  !?"*.*°  *''•  ""ty-  A»  »  ""»!*.  t»M»  WWB  paid  last  year  on  six 
buildings  leased  for  Governmental  purpoaes. 

There  was  also  an  agnement  between  the  dty  and  the  Govem- 
iMnt,  made  in  1888,  under  which,  in  return  for  the  assumption  by 
the  federal  authority  of  certain  works,  which  mi^^t  be  regarded 
ac  coming  within  the  dvic  domain,  tha  salaries  of  dvil  servants 
should  not  be  taxed.   Whether  or  not  that  agreement  is  Iml  is 
not  for  me  to  say.    The  contention  is  put  forth  that  in  order  to 
make  itlegal,  at  the  time  itwasmade,anact  of  theLegjdaturashould 
nave  been  secured.  Fdlowing  a  deeinon  in  the  Australian  courts, 
the  Assessment  Department  this  year  has  dedded  to  tax  the  in- 
'^™*  ofa™  ""•nts,  as  was  done  by  the  Assnement  Depart- 
ment of  St.  John,  N.B.    The  legaUfy  (4theacti(m(tf  theSt.  Mm 
authontwe  has  been  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  and 
we  case  has  now  gone  on  appeni  to  the  highest  judicial  forum  in  the 
^P"e— the  Privy  Coundl  of  Ixmdon.    I  am  afraid,  however, 
wat  the  decision  of  that  bodjr  will  not  solve  the  question  so  far  as 
the  ovil  service  in  Ottawa  is  concerned,  if  the  dedsion  rf  t\  "- 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  be  uphdd.    The  pdnt  at  issue  in  Otta- 
wa IS,  whoth*  the  compact  of  188fi  was  legal ;  and  it  may  require  a 
special  reference  to  the  courts  to  determine  this  question.'  The 
most  expeditious  way  in  that  event  would  be  for  the  Goyemment 
to  state  a  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada.    Assuming  that 
authority  is  vested  in  the  Assessment  Department  to  tax  the  in-  • . 
comes  of  civil  servants,  the  assessment  of  the  dty  will  he  increased 
this  year  by  $1, 124,982,  and  the  dvic  revenue  enhanced  by  aoDrox-

I  cannot  cloae  theae  Utter  obeervations  relative  to  the  ad- 
.'vantagei  of  the  government  of  the  capital  by  a  mmmianon,  than 
by  summariaing  the  leasoni  so  ably  presented  by  Mr.  HoUand  in 
the  press  and  on  .the  platform: 

''Because  government  of  a  national  ea|Htal  by  commission 
baa  bem  on  trial  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  at  Washington  by  one 
of  the  most  practicable  and  progressive  nations  on  earth,  whore  it 
has  proved  to  be  an  unqualified  success. 

"By  craiverting  Ottawa  into  a  district,  it  would  become  the 
permanent  seat  of  Government  and  would  discourage  for  all  time 
attempts  to  remove  it,  which,  under  any  circumstances,  would  in- 
volve enormous  expense,  and  inconvenience  in  the  administration 
of  pubbc  affairs. 

"The  permanent  capital  would  become  an  object  of  national 
pnde,  represrating,  as  it  would,  the  power,  progress  and  prosperity 
of  a  great  nation,  the  symbol  of  government,  and  as  such  an  inspir- 
ation for  national  sentiment.  As  a  city  of  a  province,  pride  in  the 
Capital  of  the  country  would  be  local  or  provinaal  rather  than 
national.

On  then  quaetions,  the  membera  of  the  Unity  Chib,  and  their 
fellow  dtiaena,  may  have  to  pronounce  again  in  the  not  diatant  fu- 
ture, and  I  fM  certain  that  their  votes  will  be  east  in  favour  of  a 
pdiey  whieh  will  materially  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the 
dty  of  OtUwa. 

Let  me  expnaa,  in  coneluaion,  my  obUgationa  to  the  membera 
(rf  thie  Chib  for  the  honour  th^.have  done  me  in  asking  me  to 
addraaa  them  on  this  aubjeot.  Poasibly,  by  some,  the  time  may  be 
regarded  as  somewhat  inopportune  to  discuss  the  particular  ques- 
tion which  I  have  preeented  to  you.  If  any  Uame  ia  attachable 
for  suggeating  now  a  leadjustment  of  the  rdati<»s  between  the  dty 
and  tM  federal  authority,  at  a  time  of  financial  stringency,  thm 
the  committee  of  the  Unity  Club  must  assume  a  share  of  the  rea- 
ponaibility.  The  subject  was  allotted  to  me,  and  I  have  endeavour- 
ed to  present  my  views  in  a  manner  to  assist  both  the  dtiiens 
and  the  Oovemment  to  solve  the  problem  when  the  proper  time 
comes.  In  the  meantime,  I  can  only  say  that  the  action  of  the 
Unity  CSub  in  sTrancine  for  this  course  of  lectures  on  dvic  to|^cs, 
can  only  have  beneficial  results.
